3. The Commissioners shall frame the annual budget of income and 
€xpenditure on account of the water-works, and shall submit it to the

4. The Chairman of the Municipality shall, at the end of each quarter, 
Prepare a statement of the accounts of the water-supply funds, which he

e. In the first-year class, the students regularly practise dictation and 
essay-writing. They also practise writing easy letters, both official and 
business, a8 between a private man and a firm, and making index and. précis

“In the second-year class they study the advanced stages of Commercial 
Practice or Business Methods and are drilled constantly to work out 
complete transactions, enabling them to appreciate not only the exact 
relation which one item bears to another but also the place of each in the 
completed whole, the transactions given in outline furnishing material. for 
unaided work on the part of the students. They now practise making index 
and continuous précis, not only of all the series of letters arising in the 
transactions given but also of longer official letters and their replies from 
such bodies as Chambers of Commerce and other Associations. ‘Their papers 
are corrected and returned soon after they are submitted. No text-books 
being prescribed, the students are under no temptation to cram, their 
capacity to write simple correct English with perspicuity and brevity thus

Modern Bengalt, including Bengali’ commercial correspondence, ete.— ~~ 


In Bengali * Kapalkundala”’ by Bankim Chandra UVhatterjea 1s prescribed as - 
a text-book affording a model for style and diction. Besides this language 
work, practices and principles obtaining in the commercial transactions 
éovering different branches are also taught in Bengali, giving the Bengali 
students a further opportunity to learn them and to practise drafting business 
letters in their mother-tongue. They are required also to make index and 
précis, in Bengali, of commercial letters. 

In order that they may be able to express themselves clearly and 
accurately in Bengali and in English and with a view more effectively to 
supplement the practical teaching in English, special attention is paid to 
translation of passages from English into Bengali and retranslation after 
some time has elapsed, and vice versa. 

Commercial Geography—The course in Commercial Geography deals 
specially with the relations of cause and effect that hold good between the 
general principles of geography and the occurrence, production, and 
exchange of commodities. It also deals in an elementary way with the 
history of commodities. : 

_ The Commercial Geography text-books used are “ Commercial Geography 
of the World” by A. J. Herbertson, ‘A Short Commercial Geography” by 
L. W. Lyde, “ Elementary Commercial Geography ” by H. R. Mill, * A School 
Economic Atlas” by J. G. Bartholomew, and “A New Geography of the 
Indian Empire and Ceylon” by Morrison. 
~ Commercial and Mental ‘Arithmetic—In Arithmetic the students 
are taught addition, subtraction, multiplication and division—simple and 
compound ; approximation in multiplieation and division; G, C. M. and L 
C. M.; fractions—vulgar and decimal; practice ; proportion—simple and 
compound (i.e., simple rule of three and double rule of three) ; the metric 
System ; percentages, commission, etc. ; proportional division ; profit. and 
loss; mixtures; interest—simple and compound; present worth and 
discount ; stocks and shares ; exchange—chain rule ; square root.

Book-keeping.—The full course of the Day classes in Book-koepin, 
includes instruction in the elementary stage. It is expected that a tule’ 
shall have already received a satisfactory grounding in English and 
Arithmetic. A Double Entry system is taught with simple accounts and 
commercial transactions. Students are taught to open and keep the 
following books: Purchase Day Book, Sales Day Book, Cash Book, Bilj 
Book, Journal, and Ledger. Instruction is also given in making entries 
for outgoing and incoming single consignments. In connection with these 
books instruction is given in Trial Balance and the preparation of Profit and 
Loss Accounts and Balance Sheets. 

5. Fee.—The students pay an admission fee of Rs. 3. The monthly 
tuition fee is Rs. 3. The text-books which the students have to buy cost 
about Rs. 16. _ : 


6. Attendance.—The classes are held between 11 a.m. and 4 P.M. except 
on Saturdays, when they are held between 11 a.m. and 2 p.m. Students of 
typewriting are allowed to stay later for extra practice, 


7. Session.—The session begins annually about the end of June and 
closes about the end of April.

17. Prospects of passed students.—345 students have been successful 
in the Final and Special Examinations.

A good many of them, 
viz., those that had joined oither the Day or Evening classes with a toler- 
ably fair grounding in English and could therefore make the best use of the 
traming received here, have risen above the level of ordinary clerks and are 
now drawing from Rs. 60 to Rs. 120. Some of them are reported to be shap- 
ing very well in. their respective spheres, and are receiving rapid promotion. 
The Bengal Chamber of Commerce has issued ‘a circular letter containing 
a request to its members-to make it a rule to take the passed students of the 
Day classes, whenever possible, in preference to other clerks, and the 
Advisory Board has recommended that the Govornment should pass orders 
that one-third of the vacancies in the Secretariat Clerical Services (Lower 
grade) every year should be reserved for our successful candidates in the
